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Controversial speaker issue 


irk gives balanced plan even odds

A resolution calling for a “bal- 
anced program” regarding on- 
campus speakers will go before 
the Board of Regents at the Nov. 
16 meeting, and UNO Student 


President/Regent John Kirk 
said it has an even chance of 
passing. 


The UNO Student Senate 
passed the resolution, a joint ef- 
fort between the UNL and UNO 
student government associa- 
tions, at its meeting last week. 
UNL’s Student Senate passed it 
one night earlier. 

In effect, the resolution would 
mandate that organizations 
administering speaker pro- 
grams on the respective cam- 
puses “provide reasonable pol- 
itical and ideological balance 
on subjects of politics and gov- 
ernment.” 

“The speaker program at 
UNO is extremely weak,” said 
Kirk, who, along with former 
Student Programming Organi- 
zation (SPO) director Steve 
Zabawa, developed the _ bal- 
anced program last spring. 

“We felt there was a void in 
the program and | think this 
plan will really have a good ef- 
fect on the issue. 

“Also, it gives the students 
more control of their student 
fees,” he said. Money from the 
University Program and Facili- 
ties Fee (UPFF), paid by the stu- 
dents at the beginning of each 
semester, is allocated to SPO to 
fund speakers appearing on 
Campus. 

“We think this plan will assure 
Students that speakers from all 
sides of any given issue will 
have a chance to present their 
views to the students.” 

The joint. resolution states 
that: 

— The purpose of a speakers 
Program is to advance the gen-

Mark Magliery greeted the new 
senators and told them they

He advised the new senators 
to “remain detached, be Objec- 
tive and seek out both sides,” 
and said they can be the revital- 


fering a broad range of ideas on 
a variety of contests. 

— Organizations sponsoring 
speaker programs muststrive to 
provide reasonable political 
and ideological balance on sub- 
jects of politics and govern- 
ment. Speakers of differing 
views should be given a chance 
to speak within one calendar 
year of the original speaker’s 
program. 

— The organizations admin- 
istering the program shall make 
every attempt to remain neutral 
and unbiased in the selection of 
speakers on the aforementi- 
Oned subjects. 

— UNL’s University Program 
Council and SPO will organize 
committees that will have an on- 
going responsibility to ensure 
that a balanced program is 
presented whenever possible. 

— UPFF funding for political 
and ideological speakers will 
proceed through the same 
procedure that all SPO and 
UPC speakers are presently ap- 
proved through. 

— An open forum will give 
students from the respective 
Campuses a chance to provide 
input as to the speaker selection 
on their campus. Also, UNO and 
UNL student senates will be sol- 
icited for input on speaker and 
topic selection each semester. 

Kirk, who along with UNL 
Student President/Regent Bud 
Cuca will present the resolution 


_ atthe regents’ meeting later this 


month, said he feels the pro- 
gram has a “50-50 chance to 
pass the regents’ vote. 

“Right now it looks pretty 
good,” said Kirk. “I'll have a bet- 
ter handle on it (the resolution’s 
chances) in about a week and a 
half.

The meeting was significant 
not only in terms of numbers, 
but also in the issues discussed. 


The Senate unanimously 
passed a joint policy and reso- 
lution concerning the re- 
establishment of acontroversial 
speakers program. (See adja- 
cent story.) 


They also approved the ap- 
pointment of Jamila Zeray to 
the Election Commission on a 
19-4-1 vote. The resignation of 
commission member Mike Wil- 
liams necessitated the appoint- 
ment. Sen. Bob Hammond 
asked that the vote be tabled “in 
view of the controversy Ssur- 
rounding the election.” The mo- 
tion to table was defeated. 


Hammond, Gary DiSilvestro, 
Nanci Hughes.and Steve. Jones 
were nominated by colleagues 


“We'd like to see an increase 
in the number of speakers on 
Campus each year as well as an 
increase in the quality of the 
programs. The university is the 
last marketplace for ideas and 
expression of different points of 
view and we think this program 
will advance the educational 
process without pushing any 
specific political or ideological 
viewpoints.” 


Kirk said he was expecting 
definite opposition from one re- 
gent, Omaha’s James Moylan. 


“He has a firm belief in not 


assessing mandatory student 
fees, and onthat principle alone 
we expect him to oppose us. 

“But offhand, | really can't 
think of anyone else who would 
oppose it at this point.” 

Kirk traced the beginning of 
the “controversial speaker 
issue” to the winter of 1977 
when Jane Fonda’s appearance 
as a speaker on the UNL cam- 
pus was protested by the Young 
Americans for Freedom (YAF). 

“They wanted fee funding of 
all speakers enjoined because 
they believed the Student Go- 
vernment Association was. bi- 


ased toward the opposite end of 
the political spectrum” (in 
choosing speakers). 


“After the YAF protest, the re- 
gents ended funding of. all 
speakers on campus. That ac- 
tion came under fire because 
performers and singers couldn't 
rightfully be allowed on campus 
since, as some groups claimed, 
singing is a part of speech. 


“The Board of Regents then 
changed the policy to halt only 
the funding of speakers ex- 
pressing political or ideological 
viewpoints.”

position. The meeting was 
chaired by President/Regent 
John Kirk as Katie Rinn’s term 
as speaker ended. 


Near the end of the meeting, 
the Senate appointed Jones as 
Speaker pro tem. The election 
for Senate Speaker will be held 
at the next session on Nov. 15. 


One budget item was ad- 
dressed by the Senate. Ninety- 
seven dollars were allocated to 
Sens. Jones and Pat O’Neill to 
attend a United States Student 
Association (USSA) regional 
conference in Fort Hays, Kan. 
Nov. 8-10. Fifty dollars will go 
toward payment of USSA dues. 


DiSilvestro reported that the 
Student Affairs Committee, 
which he chairs, had set its 
priorities at its last meeting. 
Number one on the list was the 
development of course and 


teacher evaluations to be avail- 
able to students before registra- 
tion. 


The committee will also work 
toward passage of a bill spon- 
sored by State Sen. Barry Reut- 
zel which would give control of 
the University budget to the 
Unicameral, rather than the 
Board of Regents. 


DiSilvestro asked the sena- 
tors if they would be interested 
in hearing State Sen. Dave Ne- 
well speak on a proposed 
governor-appointed Board of 
Directors to replace the present 
Board of Regents for the Uni- 
versity system. The Senate 
agreed to the talk after DiSilves- 
tro noted ‘that Newell would 
speak free of charge. 


Campus Recreation Director 
Sid Gonsoulin presented the 
Senate -with.a.slide show. and

completed Health, Physical Ed- 
ucation and Recreation build- 
ing. 

Gonsoulin had high praise for 
the building and said it will 
house “top-notch, quality 
equipment.” He said that 
though the facility will be prim- 
arily academic or research or- 
iented, “at any given time, there 
will be some open recreation 
activity. 

“We're gonna have great aca- 
demic and great recreational fa- 
cilities,” Gonsoulin said. 


Matthew Stelly was given the 
floor near the end of the meet- 
ing and asked the senators to be 
prepared to listen at the next 
Senate meeting. He said Flo- 
rene Langford’s protest of the 
president/regent election 
would be presented and prom- 
ised a “wing.dang-doodle” of a 
meeting. 


Eighty-three percent more students are tak- 
ing advantage of the Basic Education Opportuni- 
ty Grant (BEOG) this semester than last fall, ac- 
cording to Financial Aids Director Robert Pike. 


“This was fully expected,” said Pike. Presi- 
dent Carter signed a law last year which raised 
the income limit on the BEOG allowing more 
middle-income students to qualify. 


At the end of August, 1978, Pike said 888 
basic grants had been filed. This year at the same 
time, 1,630 students had turned in their BEOG 


forms. 


“This allowed us to deliver over $1.9 million 
in BEOG aid alone,” said Pike. Last year the total 


was around $1.1 million. 


Pike said the total aid coming from the UNO 
office amounted to about $5 million per year,

More books available, 
UNO library to borrow 
from national system 


The UNO library has joined a new system which allows it to 
borrow books from other system libraries, according to Karen 
Sampson, assistant to the director. 

UNO will be able to borrow material from hundreds of other 
libraries as part of the OCLC Interlibrary Loan Subsystem, a 
computerized nationwide system. 

“OCLC has location information for libraries nationwide, |t 
identifies five sources and automatically notifies the library,” 


In the UNO library’s Interlibrary Loan Service, the Only 
charge is for postage and the cost of any photocopies. Requests 
are usually filled in a minimum of two to three weeks. For an 
additional dollar per request, materials may be borrowed 


UNO users of UNL and Medical Center libraries should ob- 
tain an identification number which will be used to borrow |i- 
brary materials through the Library and Information Retrieval 
System (LIRS), now available at the UNL and UNMC libraries, 


Sampson says the UNO faculty, staff and students who plan 
to borrow library materials from those campuses should go to 
the UNO library’s circulation desk to obtain this number. 

According to Sampson, the UNO library will get the LIRS 
system sometime in the future, but no specific date is set. 

UNO’s Interlibrary Loan Office is located near the circula- 
tion desk and is open from 7 A.M. to 9 P.M. on Monday through 
Thursday. It is open Friday from 7 A.M. to 5 P.M.

Will elections always result in controversy 


The recent Student government elec- 
tions and controversy surrounding them 
bring several questions to mind. 

Why, one wonders, can’t an election be 
held that is smooth, effortless and without 
problems? Why is it that several of the elec- 
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commentary 


tions in recent years have been controver- 
sial? The ballot box stuffing last spring and 
the Florene Langford protest seem to sug- 
gest that it may be time to review election 
procedure and ask ourselves if these two Si- 
tuations are merely coincidences, or if some

change should be considered. 

Florene Langford’s protest of the student 
president/regent results this year raises 
other questions. Langford Is, IN part, chal- 
lenging the rule in the Constitution that Says 
the top two vote getters will participate ina 
runoff if no candidate receives a majority- 
plus one of the votes cast. 

We can empathize with her protest and 
understand how she feels justified, when she 
missed qualifying for the runoff by only four 
votes. However, the Constitution is very clear 
on this point and it seems unlikely that any 
action to change the rule will come this year, 
if it comes at all. 

Also, challenging the rule is valid, but 
accusing the body that enforces the rule (in 
this case the Election Commission) without 
solid evidence is another matter. Langford 
asserted in a letter sent to the Election Com- 
mission that a box of ballots was misplaced 
and that this is asign of “incompetence, care- 
lessness, neglect and lack of organization.” 
Election Commissioner Kay Gardiner said, 
however, no ballots were misplaced, but that 
votes fromdwo colleges were mixed together. 
The error was caught and corrected. 

Another of Langford’s points is that re- 
sults from the student president/regent race 
were quoted to her over the telephone at 7 
p.m. by an alleged member of the Election 
Commission. Gardiner said all commission 
members were gone by that time. Langford 
couldn't identify the member. 

Langford’s protest seems to be based on 
tenuous grounds. If she and her supporters 
have some concrete evidence of misconduct, 
let’s see it. 


Cliche Texan proposes Middle East settlement

Having OD’d on testosterone, 
the male hormone, John Con- 
nally has swaggered into the sa- 
loon, jumped up on the bar and 
proposed a Middle East settle- 
ment. But this hippopotamus- 
mouthed, Chamber of Com- 
merce American, the living 
embodiment of the European’s 
cliche picture of a Texan, can 
only be dismissed with the 
laughter he so richly deserves at 
our peril. 

If Ronald Reagan falters, if he 
so much as comes down with a 
head cold and is therefore dis- 
qualified by age in the public 
mind, John Connally, the living, 
breathing, sweating, snorting 
practitioner of gonadal politics, 
becomes the odds on favorite to 
win the Republican nomination. 
It will profit us all to pay heed to 
what he proposes for the Middle 
East and in general. 

What Dan Dynamite wants is 
for the Israelis to cough up all 
their conquered territories, 
even Jerusalem, and for the 
Saudis and the other “moder- 
ate” Arab oil exporting nations 
to agree to fixed production and 
prices for the dark black greasy 
fluids under their sandy deserts. 

In return for this, the United 
States agrees to guarantee the 
borders of this shrunken and 
diminished Israel against its 
neighbors’ attacks and guaran- 
tees the political status quo in 
the various hereditary Arab mo- 
narchies against Russion or 
other communist attacks. 

That, is essence, was the kind 
of a deal we had going with the 
Shah of Iran. It went wrong, as 
these things often do, because 
the communist danger to the 
shah’s government, which we 
feared, wasn’t the real danger. 

To carry out our side of the 
bargain, the master of the Texas 


Strut proposes a Middle Eastern 
NATO alliance. The members of 
the alliance would all be proven 
military losers, incompetents 
and weaklings like Egypt, Saudi 
Arabia and Jordan. The only 
two exceptions would be Israel 
and Japan, which Connally 
would invite to join. It is incon- 
ceivable that the Japanese 
would, since they remember the 
shabby and insulting way Con- 
nally treated them when he was 
President Nixon’s Secretary of 
the Treasury. 

Under the Connally arrange- 
ment, the Israelis would be 
called upon to play essentially 
the same military role that they 
are already playing in the re- 
gion. The only difference is that, 
thanks to Connally, Israel 
would now be in a weaker posi- 
tion. 

Connally correctly points out 
that Israel is costing us billions 
of dollars a year in economic 
and military aid. Billions he 
thinks his plan would eliminate. 


In theory, it might, but in prac- 
tice, it wouldn’t since, insuch an 
alliance of weaklings, we’d con- 
tinue to need Israel’s fighting 
forces. The Israelis may some- 
times be a nation devoid of 
charm, may be in a morally in- 
defensible position about 
squatting on land that doesn’t 
belong to them, but from a mil- 
itary point of view, they are a 
bargain. For five or six billion a 
year, we get the best army and 
air force in the entire region and 
a set of magnificent bases for 
our own forces whenever we 
may need them. 

In place of this, Connally 
wants to spend untold tens of 
billions creating another Ameri- 
can fleet in the region and build 
a man a huge military installa- 
tion in the Persian Gulf. Not a 
word as to how this grandiose 
demarche is to be paid for. 

His ignorance of foreign af- 
fairs, foreign countries and the 
world economic system is pro- 
digious. As Secretary of the 
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Treasury he almost ruined 
Japanese-American trade and 
as a presidential candidate, 
mooing about marooning the 
Datsuns and the Sonys on the 
docks of Yokohama, he’s 
threatening to do it again. 


Courage is a wonderful attri- 
bute, but if a man has his guts 
where his brains belong, you 
know what's got to come out of 
his mouth.

If Connally derives his support from the 
affluent and the “boobeoisie,’”’ as 
Mencken would put it, Kennedy’s 
strength lies with the chic, the trendy, 
the limousine liberal. And the press. 

Kennedy is a reporter's dream. Great 
parties, for one thing. So many impor- 
tant people! Isn’t it exciting? Battle- 
scarred New Frontiersmen will be com- 
ing out of the woodwork every day now. 
Let’s see. . . there’s Arthur Schlesinger,

Luchenbach boys delight, disappoint on new releases 


Willie Nelson and Waylon 
Jennings, the kings of what has 
been called “progressive” 
country music, have reputa- 
tions as being among America’s 
finest country interpreters. 

Both have remarkable voices, 
and share the kind of raunchy 
sensibility that make their new 
albums accessible to rock au- 
diences. Willie’s new record 
only adds to his outstanding 
reputation, whereas Waylon’s 
Stands as his weakest effort in 


years. 

As a songwriter in the genre 
of country, Nelson has few 
peers. As a vocalist, he has 
none. Only Jennings, George 
Jones and Merle Haggard come 
close. 

Nelson’s singing is intense 
and evocative, and the man can 
turn a mediocre song into a 
minor masterpiece in perform- 
ance. In his new album, Willie 
Nelson Sings Kristofferson, his 
ability to transform a song is

This album, of course, is a 
collection of Kris Kristofferson 
chestnuts. Most of these songs 
have been made famous by 
other singers such as Janis Jo- 
plin and Ray Price. The big sur- 
prise here is that Nelson brings 
abolutely inspired perform- 
ances to these numbers. 

One would expect that Nel- 
son would let his name and the 
popularity of these composi- 
tions carry the record. Yet in 
each of these performances, he 
makes the songs his own. 

Most of the songs have stood 
the test of time, and Nelson’s 
interpretations are among the 
few that match the power of the 
numbers.

The band’s arrangements are 
appropriately spare, subtly 
supporting the singer with mod- 
est empathy. Nelson’s produc- 
tion, as in his brilliant Red 
Headed Stranger, is understat- 
ed for a stark effect. Willie Nel- 
son Sings Kristofferson may be 
his best record since that one. 
Now, if we can just have a new 
album entitled Willie Nelson 
Sings Nelson. 

Waylon Jennings’ album, un- 
fortunately, leaves no room for 
inspiration. What Goes Around 
Comes Around isn’t merely dull, 
its incompetent. There’s noth- 
ing more depressing than medi- 
ocre music from a superior ar- 
tist.

Throughout this record (‘I

the one exception) the singer 
sounds tired. 

Waylon usually knows howto 
find memorable songs to sing, 
and every once in awhile he has 
managed to write one of his 
own. In this album, however, 
few of the songs qualify as more 
than filler. The one Waylon- 
penned track, “It’s the World's 
Gone Crazy” has a line that 
seems to hold more truth than 
Jennings’ intended: “The front- 
men all want to go home.” 

I'll cross my fingers and hope 
Waylon rebounds from this one.

r Just about every element ofa 
good rock and roll jam was in- 
cluded in last Wednesday's 
midday concert featuring the 
Wingnuts in the Student Center 
dining room. 

A horde of students provided 
a standing-room-only crowd, 
which probably left a number of 
classrooms at considerably less 
than SRO. Some of Omaha's 
true blue rockers were on hand 
(So what if they weren't packing 
UNO ID cards?). There were 
even a few dancers, though 
their bouncing might have 
caused a few surrounding soup 
slurpers to get seasick. 

The key ingredient of the 
lunchtime special was the spi- 
rited band of fun seekers (and 
creators) called the Wingnuts. 
Headed by 21-year-old 
guitarist-lead vocalist Joe Bu- 
denhoizer, the Wingnuts dis- 
played a wealth of class in their 
repertoire alone. 

The group, also featuring 
drummer Dave Mathias, guita- 
rist Jim Flemming, and bassist 
Dennis Burnside, seems to have 
one objective — to play a con- 
tinuous stream of hard driving 
rock and roll — and draws from 
a wide range of selections in 
making up their sets. While their 
best material may be such Ra- 
mones cuts as “Sheena Is A 
Punk Rocker” and “Rockaway 
Beach,” the Wingnuts im- 
pressed with renditions of early 


60’s tunes like the Kinks’ “All 
Day and All of the Night” and 
the Beatles’ “I’m Looking 
Through You.” 


Mixed in with new wave rock 
and roll tunes were a number of 
surfer songs reminiscent of the 
combo clash era. The Wingnuts 
took lighthearted fluff and 
added the force, the fullness 
missing from Beach Boys’ re- 
cords. 


In fact, the Beach Boys would 
be embarrassed if they tried to 
follow the Wingnuts in a stadi- 
um concert because the Ne- 
braska band does better ver- 
sions of the California dream 
songs, and the Nuts can be 
heard around town for far less 
than concert price. 


Expecially striking was the 
clean cut, washed-hair appear- 
ance of the band that, from what 
| had heard about them on cam- 
pus, was supposed to be a 
bunch of “punk weirdos.” The 
group members looked every 
bit as collegiate as any of UNO’s 
sports stars. 


Fortunately, the stuff | had 
heard off campus about the 
Wingnuts proved to be true — 
the Wingnuts are just average 
Joes (though Budenholzer may 
qualify as a notch above) out to 
have and provide a good time.

This column, you see, is directed to all the fair weather fans 
who failed to show for last Saturday’s UNO-North Dakota mat- 
chup. That’s right, the other half of UNO’s usual turnout that 
must have found three losses a little too much to bear. 

It was a gorgeous day for football, with asun-filled sky anda 
crisp breeze. The Big Red machine had rumbled down to Co- 
jlumbia, so Lincoln couldn't have been the attraction. The game 
itself had all the makings of a great battle, which it did turn out to 
be. So where was everybody? 

We’ve got to let some people off the hook right away, the 
ones who normally work on Saturday afternoon and then come 
out to the football games at night. 

We can even pardon the Big Red followers because Colum- 
bia is one heck of a party town on big game weekends. 

But those of you who stayed home to hear Lyell Bremser on 
the radio or to watch “Too Tall” Jones make a monkey out of 
himself on national TV missed out on one of the truly bright 
moments in UNO football history. 

As usual, Pat Couch and the Pen and Sword gang were 
there, just as boisterous as ever. The band, resplendent in their 
new threads, were at the top of their game. 

And so were the Mav footballers, who tore North Dakota to 
shreds. Defensive captain John Small, celebrating the big victo- 
ry at a favorite UNO post-game hangout, said he was a bit disap- 
pointed with the turnout but was appreciative of those who were 
there to share in the glory of what he termed the biggest win he’d 
had a hand in while at UNO. 

Athletic Director Don Leahy said it was the smallest UNO 
crowd since 5,800 hearty souls sat in the rain as the Mavs battled 
Tennessee Tech three years ago. 

If you'll recall, that was a Maverick team that made a habit of 
getting pasted regularly by opponents. Yet they drew 500 more 
fans than last week’s important contest. 

If you think I’m trying to lay a guilt rap on some of you out 
there, well, it’s the truth. If the shoe fits, please wear it, but be 
sure to use the odor-eaters. 

It's fickle fans who bring out the “pathetic” in “apathetic.” 
How Important Was It?: Granted, UNO’s chances for a playoff 
spot may be remote, but they certainly aren’t outlandish. 

Saturday’s win was very convincing. The Mavs outplayed the 
Fighting Sioux in every facet of the game, proving clearly that 
they were far from outclassed by the visiting powerhouse. 

An 8-3 record and a win over the third-ranked Sioux, as well 
as the upending of several ranked Division II squads, leaves the 
Mavs in good position for strong consideration at the very least. 
It Hurts Everybody: The furor over the North Central Conferen- 
ce’s 42-man travel squad limit is more than just sour-grapes 
whining. 

UNO’s Sandy Buda may be one of the most vocal opponents 
of the ruling, but he’s certainly not alone. North Dakota’s Gene 
re is adamantly protesting the rule after his squad's loss at 

South Dakota’s Dave Triplett doesn’t like it either, though 
the rule gave his team the edge in a victory over UNO. 

For the safety of the student-athletes in the NCC, the league 
should take a hard look at a reversal. UNO had astring of injured 
players dotting the sidelines last week, as do other teams in the 
league, simply because tired players were pressed into action, 
sometimes at positions with which they were not familiar. Let’s 
think about them first. 

‘Too Little’ Class: CBS and boxing itself should hang their 
heads in shame over the travesty featuring “Too Tall” Jones 
which purported to be a boxing match. Real garbage, that’s all.

tight end Ed Lenaugh and 9 
yards to Anderson to place the 
ball at the NDU 13. 

Anderson scores 

After Bass tested the middle 
for a 3-yard gain, Mancuso 
dropped back and threw a per- 
fect strike to Anderson, who 
hauled the ball in at the 3 and 
twisted away from cornerback 
Jeff Compton to score. 

Schlecht, who was good on 
all three of his extra point at- 
tempts, booted the ball through 
the uprights to put UNO ahead 
14-7 with 10:36 to play. 

The drive, which was capped 
by Biolo’s 7-yard scamper into 
the end zone with 6:50 remain- 
ing, was set up by a 33-yard 
pass to tight end Paul Mucken- 
hirn and a 29-yard run by Tim 
Hroza. 

Trailing 14-13, Sioux Coach 
Gene Murphy faced a decision 
of whether to go for one or two 
points on the conversion. After 
much deliberation Murphy 
opted for the former, but Walt 
Cook’s placement sailed wide 
to the right. 

Record set 

“We did a lot of thinking on 
that extra point,” said Murphy. 
“We called timeout to try and 
decide what to do. For a minute 
there we were all ready to go for 
it. We figured if we got the two 
we could put the pressure on 
UNO and force them to pass 
and raise the chances for a turn- 
over.” 

After Schlecht booted a 29- 
yard field goal to set a UNO ca- 
reer record of 16, the Sioux 
found themselves down 17-13 
with 2:51 to play. 

But North Dakota wasn't 
about to quit as they attempted 
to stage a rally beginning at 
their own 20 following the kick- 
off. Sutko put an end to such 
thoughts by pirating Biolo’s 
fourth-down pass at the 31 and 
returning it 14 yards to the 
Sioux 17. 

Four plays later the Mavericks 
set up for an apparent field goal 
attempt, but instead Anderson, 
the holder, stood up and raced 
around the right end to score on 
a 12-yard scamper with 1:11 to 
play. 

“At first | didn’t have an open- 
ing on the play,” said Anderson.

Hroza, the games’ leading ball 
carrier with 124 yards on 24 at- 
tempts, the Sioux grabbed an 
early 7-0 lead by marching the 
opening kickoff 70 yards in 14 
plays. 

On the drive, Hroza gained 43 
yards on seven carries, the last 
of which came on a 23-yard 
touchdown run with 8:52 left in 
the first quarter. 

UNO knotted the score early 
in the second period when 
Bass, the Mavs’ top ball carrier 
with 116 yards on 21 attempts, 
made a turning, twisting 16- 


yard dash into the end zone with 


14:40 left in the half. The touch- 
down was set up by a 43-yard 
pass from Mancuso to wide re- 
ceiver Mike Lowe that carried to 
the Sioux 29 three plays earlier. 

UNO threatened to score 
again late in the quarter after 


Tim Rogers broke loose on a 67- 
yard run to the Sioux 21, but 
Schliecht’s 57-yard field goal at- 
tempt four plays later fell just 
short of its mark. 

After the game Murphy, who 
saw his team drop to 9-1 overall 
and 5-1 in the conference, said 
the Mavs didn’t beat his team as 
much as the Sioux beat them- 
selves. 

“We took the game away from 
ourselves,” said Murphy. “I’m 
not saying UNO didn’t play an 
outstanding game, but we 
couldn't move the ball inside the 
30-yard line.” 

Buda, who is optimistic of a 
possible postseason playoff 
berth, said the Mavs still have a 
chance but “We have to keep 
winning and get a lot of help 
from other people in knocking 
off some of the ranked teams.”

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Mav baseballers’ fall work fo plug gaps

Although the football season 
is at its peak, the UNO baseball 
team is just now putting the fin- 
ishing touches on their fall 
practice, a practice spent trying 
to plug holes caused by gradua- 
tion. 

Gone from last year’s NCC 
championship team are. all- 
conference second baseman 
Mark Mancuso, NCC pitcher of 
the year Dave Bluom, and NCC 
player of the year Rich Shefte, 
who have graduated. Mancuso 
and Shefte combined for most 
of the battery power of the Mav- 
ericks last season. 

According to UNO baseball 
coach Bob Gates, however, 
there is no need to worry. 
“We're just going to have todoa 
lot of different things to score 
runs,” said Gates. 

One of the things Gates plans 
to do is run, run, run. “We plan 
to do more running than ever 
before,” said Gates. “We will be 


stealing, bunting and using the — 


hit and run more.” 
Gates said that he was 
pleased with the accomplish- 


ments of the fall practice. “We 
worked on the fundamentals a 
lot,” said Gates, “we’ve seen 
what our strengths and wea- 
knesses are, but, we still have a 
lot of work to do.” 

The strength of the Mavericks 
lies in their pitching staff. Re- 
turning are seniors Lyle Sim- 
mons and Mike Fantaski, junior 
Dan Gomez and sophomore 
Joe Benes. Add to that fresh- 
men Jeff Cherek and Chuck 
Hays, and you have what Coach 
Gates calls his “biggest staff 
ever.” 

Gates said that during the 
winter he will spend more time 
developing his young pitchers 
than he has in the past. 

“All these kids have good atti- 
tudes,” said Gates, “even the 
freshmen. They may not play a 
lot, but they show a lot of prom- 
ise and will be counted on some 
time during the season.” 

Some question marks on the 
staff are Rich Onkka and Tim 
Hartigan, both of whom were 
injured last season and have 
taken it easy this fall so they can 
be at full strength when the sea- 
son starts. 
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The weaknesses lie in the 
middle of the defense, where 
UNO must find replacements 
for catcher Bob Woodworth, 
shortstop Rich Shefte and sec- 
ond baseman Mark Mancuso. 
The top prospects for these po- 
sitions are Mike Fantaski, Mark 
Martinez and Tom Neumann. 

At shortstop, Fantaski has an 
edge over freshman Ron Jones, 
a walk-on from Millard, who can 
also play third. 

The top candidate for second 
base is Martinez, who played 
third base last year. According 
to Gates he has been working 
out at second base this fall and 
“ig looking very good.” 

At the catchers spot, Gates is 
looking at six players, more 
than ever before, vying for the 
starting spot. Senior Tom Neu- 
mann has the early edge over 
freshman Todd Kresnik, who 
led the Mavs in hitting this fall. 

“Neumann caught the last 18 
games last year when Wood- 
worth was hurt,” said Gates, “he 
has a good attitude and is al- 
ways hustling.” Although Neu- 
mann is not the fastest playeron 
the team, Gates said he is the 


best base stealer. “Tom gets an 
excellent jump,” he said, “and 
he gets on base a lot.” 

in the outfield, Gates said he 
is expecting a lot out of Joe 
Benes and Bob Billinger, al- 
though, he said he may play as 
many as six outfielders in a 
double-header. 

“I plan on platooning quite a 
bit,” said Gates, “depending on 
if there is a right hander pitch- 
ing one game and a lefty the 
other. 

“We will be using more than 
10 or 11 players in a game this 
year,” he said, “we'll be using 
the whole team to win with.” 

Gates cautioned, however, 
that no one has a position won. 
“Everything’s wide open,” said 
Gates, ““We’ve had more compe- 
tition this fall than ever before, 
and it should make us a better 
team.” 

Coach Gates said he was very 
happy with the play of the fresh- 
men during fall practice. Some 
of the players who have sur- 
faced are pitchers Jeff Cherek, 
and Chuck Hays; outfielder- 
third baseman, Todd Hendrick- 
son and shortstop-third base- 
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man Ron Jones, both Walk- 
and catcher Todd Kresnik an, 
pitcher-outfielder Kirk Nelson

said would help the ane 
are junior college transfers 
Bryan Nelson, an outfielder 
Bob Finochairo, a catcher who 
played high school ball fo, 
Creighton Prep and pitcher- 
first baseman Perry Maynor.

According to Gates, the Mav- 
ericks have a good chance to 
repeat as NCC champions jf 
they can win some big road 
games. “Our toughest games 
are on the road,” said Gates, “so 
we must win every home game.” 

Gates said that the stiffest 
competition will come from 
Morningside and South Dakota 
State, but that if the team plays 
the way they are capable of, the 
Mavs should repeat as NCC 
champions in the spring.
